3.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  one  Selectman  for 
three  years  next  ensuing. 

3.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  one  or  more  audi- 
tors for  the  year  ensuing. 

4.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  Library  Trustees 
for  the  year  ensuing. 

5.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  all  other  necessary 
town  officers  for  the  next  year  ensuing. 

6.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  support  of  the  poor  for  the  year  ensuing. 

7.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  repairs  of  highways. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  money  to  plough 
the  Drniel  Webster  Highway,  leading  from  Coleborok  to  Strat- 
ford, through  said  town  of  Columbia,  during  the  winter  season. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  keep  open,  by  means  of  a 
snovv-  plough,  all  highways,  or  any  portion  of  the  same  in  said 
T?wn;    other  than   the   Daniel   Webster   Highway,   so   that  the 
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same  may  be  reasonably  passable  for  travel  thereon,  during  the 
fall  and  winter  seasons,  and  make  appropriation  for  the  same; 
in  the  event  of  the  passage  of  this  article,  the  Selectmen  are 
herein  authorized  and  empowered  to  do  any  act  or  thing  neces- 
sary to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  same. 

10.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
winter  roads. 

11.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  building  and  maintenance  of  State  Roads. 

12.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  upkeep  of  the  cemetery. 

13.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  upkeep  of  the  Public  Library. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  a  certain 
highway  in  said  Town  of  Columbia,  leading  southerly  from  the 
"Washburn  Farm'',  so-called,  and  now  owned  by  J.  C  Hutchins, 
to  the  Hendricks  Farm,  so-called,  and  now  owned  by  said  Hutch- 
ins. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontine  certain  High- 
ways in  said  Town  of  Columbia;  leading  from  the  premises  of 
Fred  Blodgett  to  the  "Hall  Farm,"  so-called,  and  the  "Keach 
Farm,"  so-called,  both  of  said  farms  now  owned  by  J.  C. 
Hutchins. 

16.  To  see  what  sunls  of  money  the  Town  will  appropriate 
for  the  purpose  of  shingling  the  Town  Shed  adjacent  to  the 
Town  House. 

17.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  appropriate 
to  paint  the  roof  of  "Columbia  Bridge." 

18.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  ap- 
propriate to  defray  the  expenses  of  hiring  and  procurmg,  etc., 
a  compressed  drill  owned  by  the   State  of  New  Hampshire. 
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19.  To  hear  the  report  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees, 
and  Officers  heretofore  chosen  to  pass  any  motion  relating  there- 
to. 

20.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come 
before  the  meeting.
